Ky. Endorses Bryan 

At Harmonious Convention Held 
in Lexington Last Friday. 
Democracy Re united 

Harmony was the keynote of the 
Democratic state convention at Lex- 
ington, Friday. What was expect- 
ed to be a bitter struggle resulted in 
one of tbe most harmonious meetings 
of delegates ever held in this state. 
The net result was i 

The selection of Representative 
A. O Stanley, of Henderson, for 
temporary chairman without oppo- 
sition. The selection of six dele- 
gates at large, giving each two-thirds 
of a vote. 

The unanimous indorsement of 
Bryan. 

A compromise on the organization 
of the party in the state. 

Other important results of the 
convention were i 

The booming of A. O. Stanley 
for the next candidate for governor. 

The endorsement of Urey Wood- 
son, of Owensboro, for re-election 
[ as national committeeman by seven 
out of eleven districts, with promise 
of support in the other districts. 

The Beckham forces were thor- 
oughly defeated and the ex-govern- 
or decided not to oppose Stanley for 
temporary chairman. Then all fac- 
tions got together and planned the 
harmony program, which was car- 
ried out to the letter.

Organization Committee — F i r s t 
District— Judge E. Barry. 

Resolutions Committee— F i r s t 
District— C. W. Richardson, Cald- 
well. • 

The convention was a love feast 
and the gathering will go down io 
history for the words of peace spok- 
en by the leaders of the former war- 
ning factions which resulted in a Re- 
publican victory in Kentucky. There 
is no doubt in the minds of the lead- 
ers, but that Kentucky will give an 
old line Democratic majority this 
fall. 

Only a few changes were recom- 
mended by the committee on per- 
manent organization, and adopted 
by the convention, 

Perhaps the most important change 
made in the party law has to do with' 
the selection of precinct con 
men, and in the future all such 
mittee are to be elected by the will 
of the Democratic voters of the re- 
spective precincts of which they de- 
sire to be committeemen. This is 
regarded as being one of the best 
rules made for the Democratic party 
in Kentucky, and the change is one 
which has been asked for by perhaps 
a greater number of Democmic 
voters through their delegates th ,m 
any other change recommended by 
the committee on permanent organ- 
ization. 

One of the most important changes 
recommended by the committee on 
permanent organization is to the 
effect that the office of any state, 
county o r precinct committeeman 
! shall become vacant upon his becom- 
I ing a candidate for the nomination 
for any office elective by the people, 
or upon his acceptance of any tla 
I live or appointive public political 
office. It was also the will of the 
committee on permanent organiza- 
tion that the action of maas-conven- 
tion shall be null and void unless 
the pesident clficer gives teller:, and 
a count upon demand of a Democrat 
when such Democrat shall make 
such a request in a mass-convention. 

Another change which is believed 
to be of much importance to the 
Democratic party in the state was 
also recommended by the commit tee 
on permanent organization aud is to 
the effect that members of the Demo- 
cratic state aud executive commit- 
tees can only give their proxies to a 
member of the committee of which 
he is a member.

Delicious Soup. — Cook until tender 
two cupful* of shelled and hlanrhcd 
peanut*. »l'h • slue of onion and • 
■talk of celery; press through a sieve, 
reheat with one pint of white stock, 
■nd stir lato a white satire made of 
one fourth of a cupful enrh of butter 
and of flour nnd a pint of milk Sea- 
aon ti. taste with salt and pepper. 

Alinond Soup. — Cut four pounds of 
knuckle of veal Into small piece*, 
llreak or saw the bones Into small 
piece*, add three quarta of cold wa- 
ter, and let cook just helow boiling 
point for about four hour*, then add 
one onion, sliced, two stalk* of celery, 
chopped, a apt ik of parsley, a table- 
apoonful of aalt. ami six peppercorn*. 

Let almmer an hour longer; strain, 
and when cold remove the fat and 
heat again. Cream together one table- 
spoonful of butter and two tablespoon- 
fuls of corn starch: thin with a little 
of the hot soup, then turn Into the 
soup, and boll for ten minutes. Add 
half a pint of cream, and season with 
salt and pepper to taste; then add one- 
fourth of a cupful of blanched al- 
monds, pounded to a paste. 

Oreen Soup— Wash and pick qulta 
clean a quantity of spinach; place It In 
a saucepan with enough salt, and 
when done squeeze all the molstura 
out and pass through a hair sieve. 
Dilute the pulp thus procured with 
Borne well flavored stock until It is of 
the right consistency. Make hot. add 
a squeeze of lemon and a dash of pep- 
per, and at the time of aervlug put a 
pat of butler In the turneen.

STEWED KIDNEY AND TOMATO. 



That Will Be Appreciated os 
Change in Menu. 



One and one-half pounds of kidney, 
one pound of tomato, two teaapoon- 
fuls of chopped parsley, one teaspoon 
of salt, half a teaspoonful of pepper, 
two small onions, one ounce of flour, 
two tablespoonfuls of dripping. 
When fresh tomatoes are not procur- 
able, canned ones may be used. 

Remove the core and cut the kidney 
In slices about a quarter of an inch 
thick. Mix together the flour, salt, 
pepper and half the parsley. Melt the 
dripping In a saucepan, slice the 
onions, and fry them a golden brown 
In the dripping. 

Dip the pieces of kidney In the •• v 
aoned flour, then put them in the pan 
with the dripping, put the lid on the 
pan, and let the contents cook gently 
tor ten minutes, turning the kidney 
occasionally. Cook the tomatoes until 
■oft, either in the oven or on the fire; 
then rub them through a sieve, add to 
the puree the rest of the parsley and 
the vinegar. Drain off as much of the 
fat as possible from the kidney, and 
add the tomato puree, bring to a boll, 
then let it almmer genUy for 15 min- 
utes. 

Arrange a border of mashed pota- 
toes in a hot dish and put the kidney 
and sauce In the center. 

A Frozen Dainty Without a Freezer. 

A delicious form of Ice cream which 
requires no freezer to make it Is called 
mousse. It Is easy to make and It ha* 
the advantage over the plain cream 
and Ice In that It does not need to go 
Into the freezer at all. To make this, 
boll a cupful of sugar and a cupful at 
water till they will thread; beat stiff 
the whites of three eggs and slowly 
pour the syrup over, beating steadil> ; 
when it is all In. beat till the whole la 
cold, then flavor, fold In a pint of 
whipped cream, and put It all In a cot- 
•red pall and bury it In a pall of Ice 
and salt for four hours This, like the 
other ices, can be flavored with coffee 
or fruits, or It may be served as It Is. 
with fresh fruits around the mold; or 
crushed macaroons can be put In. or 
nuts and coloring matter can be add- 
ed; a pale green mousse flavored with 
• little plstache is very dellcute and 
attractive, especially If served la 
on a hot day —Delineator. 



Sour Cream Biscuit. 

81ft together three- pints of flour and 
at teaspoonful of salt. Have 
ready board, pin. cutler and 
paiiH and see that the oven Is 
hot. for they must be put together 
and baked as quickly as possible. Into 
one pint of thick, sour cream sift 
(through a tine sieve* one level lea- 
■poonful of baking soda. Stir this for 
an Instant, then mix to a soft dough 
with the Hour Turn out on the board, 
pat out an Inch thick, cut Into rounds. 
In the pans, brush 
and bake at once 



Crape Fruit Sauce. 

We are fond of grape fruit f.tr break- 
fast, but find them expensive If one- 
hall is served to each person. There- 
fore 1 take one large grape fruit, take 
pulp and Juice from It, add the pulp 
of two or three oranges, oner well 
with sugar, and let stand over night. 
The uext morning the sauce is de- 
licious.

Belmont, after a weeks struggle 
for life against peritonitis which suc- 
ceeded an operation for appendicitis, 
died at 6:40 a. m. Wednesday. 

Since Tuesday, Mr. Belmont had 
been In a atate of coma. and. when 
hta physician. Dr. ljinebart. after an 
all-night vigil, decided shortly before 
daylight that death was near, the fam 
lly was called to the bedside of the 
dying millionaire. 

The last Saturday In May. although 
the day was rainy and the air raw. he 
went down to Belmont Park to wit- 
nesa the running of the BtdmouT 
atakea. 

At the time he appeared to have 
Buffered no 111 • flVcte from the expoa- 
ure and enjoyed the sport thoroughly. 
When the physician* were called on 
Monday, howeTer, and diagnosed his 
Illness aa appendicitis they found his 
heart In such a condition that there 
was much hesitation before a decision 
to perform an operation was reached. 
On Thursday, however. It became ap- 
parent that the only hope for his re- 
covery lay In an operation. 

Oliver Hazard Perry ITelmont was 
the son of the late August Belmont, 
and brother of August Belmont and 
Perry Belmont To distinguish him 
from Perry, he was always called 
"Ollie." 

When O. H. P. Belmont was young. 
It was decided that he should keep up 
the Perry family record by entering 
the navy. The Perry family Is de- 
scended from the famous Commodore 
Perry. 

Accordingly Mr. Belmont became an 
Annapolis cadet. bu> It had little at- 
traction for him. and he soon left the 
academy.

• Reaolvei'. That the National Aaso 
elation of Hoalery Manufactarers 
thank the congreia of the I'nited 
States for not adopting the recom- 
mendations of the administration a* 
to the amondments In our customs 
laws." 

This drrunriatlon of President 
Roosevelt for making this agreement 
with Germaay "contrary to law" and 
contrary to the |M>llcy of protection 
Indicates what strenuous opposition 
all the trusts and protected Interests 
will put forth to prevent tariff re- 
vision "after election." 

The thanks to congress "for not 
adopting the recommendations of the 
adminlatratlrn as to the amendments 
In our customs laws" shows how the 
atandnat Republican leader* In con 
ffreis saved the day for the trusts 
The cotton achedule U only one of 
the many In the tariff law that Sjr ■ 
up prices, but every other achedule la 
equally protective to the trusta. and 
monopolists that have found shelter 
under the ao-f ailed protective ayatrra. 

The whole power of the organized 
trusts and the tariff protected mom p 
otlsts will be found aiding the re-elec* 
tlon of Republican congressmen, who 
will promise to again standpat after 
election. Perjcttiatlng the tariff pro- 
tectiim allows these manufacturers to 
collect their share of the tariff, which 
la a much higher tax on what the pee 
pie buy than Is paid In the aggregate 
for tariff taxei to the government.

If tho next rcngrcaaj 1* Republic. m 
the same old atandpat crowd wil 
control, and although there may be a 
ahlfty promise In the Republican plat- 
form for tariff revision 'after al S> 
tlon" how far, or how deep, the re 
vlalon will go will never be actually 
atated. In fact, the Republican l< I 
•ra from Secretary Root down to the 
alunilpat congrea.imen have dc< I 
and announced that the plan is to 
revise the tariff higher by adding 
maximum rates on the good* Import d 
from Germany, France and other 
countries that tmpoae a high tviff 
on Import* from the I'nited States.

It A DAN«IROUS OOCTRINC. 

President's Action Practically Pule 



The president of the Cnlted Stntee 
holds his place and exercises hla au- 
thority by virtue of Article 2 of the 
Constitution of the Cnlted Stales, In 
which It prorldea that ha ahall be 
cominiitiiler ln chief of the army and 
navy, and of the slate mllltla, when 
railed Into the actual service of the 
Cnlted Stale*; but that congress shall 
have power to make 'ulea for the 
ret ruMR m of the laud and naval 

f o r < . a 

Congress has enacted a military 
code known aa the Articles of War; 
and theae artlrlea provide that no offi- 
cer shall be punlahed without a trial 
before a court-martial. The Article* 
of War are Juat aa binding upon the 
commander In chief of the army aa 
they are upon aubordlnate officers 
I'or any officer to violate any of them, 
I* to become subject to trial and pun- 
lahmenl. Oilrlen says In his work; 
on courts martial : 

"In all that relatea to raising the 
army, to Its strength, to Its organiza- 
tion, to Its criminal code, congress la 
omnipotent, the president powerless. 

"The command of the president Is, 
Indeed, absolute within Its sphere, bait 
Ita sphere la bounded on all sides by 
law. The moment the executive over- 
steps the boundaries prescribed, he 
becomes powerless, and hla com- 
mands are of no force. 

"As the executive has no legislative 
power. It la plain that the regulatlona 
Issued by him to the army are not 
law. And, as he la aa much bound 
hy law as any other citizen, it follows 
that If any of them conflict with law. 
Use] nre so far null and void." 

Mr. Porter, In bis work on the same 
subject, says: "We have In our mili- 
tary law no system of disciplinary 
punishments." 

All the authorities on the subject 
are to the same effect. Yet the preal- 
Bawl has punished Col, Stewart of the 
coast artillery without any sort of 
trial, and when complaint was made 
by Senator Rayner of Maryland the 
president answered that "the punish- 
ment of Col. Stewart waa wholly lncl- 
dental" to the good of the army, and 
waa. therefore, justifiable. Hla posi- 
tion is that the end Justifies the 
means. law or no law. This la a dan- 
WK M doctrine. Ha also aaya: 
"While a court martial would undoubt- 
edly award some punishment. It 
would fall far short of what waa really 
needed." And again ha aays: 'There 
Is no point In having a court-martial. 
At present I do not see how a court of 
Inquiry could be of use. ... I do 
not understand your allusion to a joint 
resolution by congress. Such meas- 
ures as thoae taken In this case are 
purely within the scope of the presi- 
dent's duties and authority." 

8>>nator Rayner, In a recent speech, 
brought out all these points and In 
commenting thereon raised the moat 
Important question of law that haa 
aver confronted congress or the peo- 
ple of the United States. "Is tha 
president, as commander-in-chief of 
the army governed by law?" If he Is 
not. the republic is at an end. For in 
that ca*e. the military is placed above 
the civil power and the constitution la 



Centralization. 

Perhaps the dominant Issue In tha 
coming campaign will be the centrali- 
zation of political power In this coun- 
try, emphasized by the dispute be- 
tween the president and congress over 
the absolutism claimed by the presi- 
dent over the military and naval 
forces. The supremacy of the mili- 
tary over the civil power would mean 
In Itself the establishment of a cen- 
tral despotism. The letter* of the 
president to Senator* Smith, Stewart, 
Rayner and Taliaferro, In all of which 
be make* the astounding claim that 
he Is supremo over the army, and is 
thereby rendered Independent of act* 
of congress relating to military af- 
fair*, will play a great part In the 
campaign. 

If Gov. Johnson should be the Demo- 
cratic candidate, and Taft, Roosevelt, 
or any other advocate of Hoosevelt'a 
politics (or policies), the Republican 
candidate, the Issue would be square- 
ly drawn, and tha people would have 
the opportunity to decide, once for all, 
whether the constitution Is obsoles- 
cent or is still possessed of Its old- 
time vitality. 

Our people do not often recur to 
first principles In these day*. Too 
inaiiv fi ' 1 that u mess of pottage to 
satisfy present hunger Is better than 
.i |reui estate in expectuncj and are 
too roady to barter away their birth- 
right to freedom and local self-govern- 
ment for a sum of money from the 
fexlerul treasury. One of the leading 
newspapers of the eqantry make* note 
of tbl* dl*|K>sltlon among the gov- 
ernors of stat i s recently assembled 
at Washington It say*: 

"A thousand influences are at work 
to obliterate states' rights to one that 
operates the other way. Tho propa- 
ganda of centralization does not have 
Ita heart In Washington. It is In the 
piajple themselves, who are demand- 
ing this or that reform and are fall- 
ing to get It from their states. A 
state gladly surrenders Its authority 
over lands, or streams, or water pow- 
er, or other property, for the sake of 
getting un appropriation fro in con- 
gress for a public improvement. Tha 
eagerness with which California ac- 
cepts federal aid in dealing with tha 
bubonic plague altuatlon Illustrate* 
how easily material benefit overrldea 
abstract idea* of states' rights. The 
readiness of such a stalwart slutee* 
right* man a* Gov. Glenn of NortB 
Carolina to permit the government ta 
take charge of the Appalachian forest 
lu bis own and other states, 1* another 
example of the demorullzlug eUeii al 
coudlilou* uyoa UketMiea."

What Congress Has Not Done. 

In reviewing the work of Con- 
gress, which has ju&t adjourned the 
Republicans themselves can find very 
little to commend, while those Re- 
publicans who believe in the Presi- 
dent's policies will find much to con- 
demn. It has absolutely ignored 
every important recommendation 
made by the President. It is a 
Congress guilty more of sins of 
omission than of commission. It 
failed to remove the duty on wood 
tulp, because the paper trust was 
opposed to it, in the face of the fact 
that the demand from the people 
was overwhelming. The Republi- 
cans were even afraid to let the 
matter come to a vote in the House, 
because they knew it would pan. 
Even a worse case of omission was 
the strangling in the committee the 
Publicity bill which required political 
parties to publish a full list of cam- 
paign expenses and from what 



sources the funds were derived. 
The Democratic leader, John Sharp 
Williams, challenged in vain for a 
vote on this matter. In the face of 
the fact that the trusts are prosper- 
ing at the expense of the public 
largely through the high protective 
tariff not a particle of tariff reform 
legislation was permitted. Admit- 
ting in their State platforms that the 
tariff needs revision a Republican 
Congress absolutely refused to con- 
sider it. About all that Congress 
has done has been to pass a make- 
shift currency bill and to break the 
record for extravagant appropria- 
tions in the face of the condition 
that the whole country is economis- 
ing to meet financial depression. 
The record of Congress instead of 
strengthening the Republican party 
will be an element of great weak- 
ness in the approaching Presidential 
race.

Our Fiftieth Year. 

This week the Courier begins on 
its fiftieth year's work. 

One bright June day, in 1859, the 
first copy of the Hickman Courier 
was printed. Almost a half-century 
has passed since that day, and 
through all the years that have fol- 
lowed, the Courier has withstood 
the storms that have assailed and 
banished many of its contemporaries 
and, like Tennyson's brook, "goes 
on forever." 

Among the -musty, time-worn vol- 
umns of this old paper may be found 
many a touching story— half-forgot- 
ten joys and tragedies — whose actors 
in life's drama have long since pas- 
sed away. While time has wrought 
many changes, the Courier's press, 
with her wanted regularity, has con- 
tinued from week to week, from year 
to year, to chronicle the happenings 
which make the history of a city, 
state and nation. The Courier has 
not only seen generations come and 
go and Hickman— her first love- 
grow from a little hamlet to a thnv- 
i"K. progressive city, but in the warp 
and woof of the past she has follow- 
ed the shuttle of action through war, 
pestilence, floods, national disasters, 
political triumph and do*n-(all, the 
advance of civilization, and the mod- 
ernizing of the present age, and last- 
ly the development of the grandest 
and greatest nation on eatth. It 
would be hard to enumerate those 
things of interest which have tran 
spired during the scope of the Cour 
ier's age. Any of us will concede 
they are many.

Go*. Willson pardoned Caleb 
Powers of Knox county, and Jim 
Howard, of Clay county, Saturday 
mornirig. Howard wai serving a 
a life sentence in the penitentiary 
for firing the shot that killed Gov. 
Wm QalM in the state house 
yard on the morning of Jan. 3(1, 
190(1 Powers w;is in jail at George, 
town waiting his fifth trial for com- 
plifit' in the murder of Gov. Goebel. 

The pardons of both men were un- 
conditional Powers was indicted 
laat vear in the Franklin circuit 
court for securing perjured teati 
mony. Gov. Willfion also pardon- 
ed him for this alleged offense. 

C>ov. Willson was asked what he 
intended to do about the indictments 
pending against Wm. S. Taylor, 
Chas Finley and others He replied 
that those cases had not been sub- 
mitted to him and that he could not 
act on them until the applications 
had been made. 

'•What is the feeling boyi?" 
asked the govenor when he was ap- 
poached by the newspaper men and 
asked about the Taylor and Finley 
cases When told that some were 
glad and some were mad, he said 
he thought that was the way it would 
be. 

The only person now in prison for 
the murder of Goebel is Henry 
Youtsey. Shortly after the pardons 
were granted, Youtsey was seen at 
the prison and asked what he 
thought. "Well," said Youtsey, 
"there are lots of men in this place 
that rhould have been turned out 
before those men, but I am glad 
to see anybody get out of 
the penitentiary. If Gov. Willson 
has pardoned Powers and Howard 
because he thinks they are innocent 
men, then I tell you he has made 
the mistake of his life, for Jim 
Howard is the map who tired the 
shct that killed Goebel, and Powers 
is one of the men that helped plan 
it. 

"I believe <hat Willson has been 
compelled to pardon these men by 
the Republican members of the 
legislature, through their threats 
that they would not support his bills 
and measures unless he did pardon 
them. When Powers and I were 
in jail at Louisville and the Republi 
can members of the legislature 
came to see him the race was on be 
tween Beckham and Yerks, and I 
l.c .rd every one of them say to 
Powers : 'Yerkes has got to par- 
don you. Do you think that we 
would vote for him or wotk for him 
in any way if we knew that he would 
not pardon you.' 

"I think that Willson has had the 
same understanding with the Re- 
publican members of the legisla- 
lure." 

Youtsey was then asked point 
blank if he tired the shot that killed 
• ioebel, and he replied i "No, but 
at the time I would have done it if 
th< other man had not been there to 
do it. To tell the truth, I don't be- 
live that there was hardly a man in 
the place that would have not done 
it. ior they felt like they would be 
protected by the 'mountain army* 
and troops and we were all worked 
up to such a pitch that any of us 
would have undertaken the job. 

"As far as Powers' guilt is con- 
cerned, I tell you that he and Tay- 
lor ware among those who planned 
the murder of Goebel, and Gjv. 
YY .on has made a mistake in not 
lett g Powers go to the penitentiary 
and suffer like the reit of us. It 
s me tired to hear people say 
that Powers did not know anything 
about it. when he and I talked abo.it 
how the killing was to be done on 
the Monday before it took place, 
and 1 told him thew that he bad bet- 
ter leave the city to avoid suspi- 
cion " 

It will be remembered that a peti- 
tion waa recently circulated in Hick- 
m in ior pardon of Powers, aud was 
signed by hundreds of our citizens. 
11 ib freedom will be magnified iu 
various phases, and his inuocent-c 
and guilt equally questioned. Eight 
ycais in the shadow of the gallows 
has (oatered for him sympatny — 
change in political affairs wrought 
Inn. prestige. 

The question is, is he guilty? 
The fact is, he is free.

Bryce Interfered with Tennis Cabinet 




THE entire diplomatic corps Is 
chuckling over the way Ambassa- 
dor Bryce, of Great Britain, unwitting- 
ly interfered the other afternoon with 
a specially called session oT the ten- 
nis cabinet, to the discomfiture of 
President Roosevelt and his fellow 
ambassador, M. Jusserand. of France 
The president had summoned the 
racquet wieldera for 4:30 p. m. on the 
White House courts. Jusserand and 
Assistant Atty.-Gen. Cooley responded 
promptly. 

Assistant Secretary of State Bacon 
was the only member who failed to 
answer the call. He had Just started 
from his office at 4:26 for the scene 
when Ambassador Bryce appeared at 
the state department. He had come 
to discuss one of the pending treaties. 
Secretary^ Root at once sent for his 
assistant and caught him Just as ho 



was leaving the building. Excuses 
were telephoned the president, who. It 
Is said. Is far less apt to look with 
letiiency on absence from the tennis 
cabinet than he la on failure to ap- 
pear at the regular councils la the 
cabinet room. He wished to know 
why. It was explained that Mr. Bryce 
had come to take up an Important 
| matter, and that Mr. Bacon's presence 
l at the department was necessary. 

I'nder the circumstances he had to 
i let Bacon off. A hurry call was sent 
for Secretary Garfield to make up the 
set. He could not be found for some 
time, so until he reported a three- 
handed game was played, Jusserand 
and Cooley easily making the presi- 
dent their victim. 

When Bryce was Informed of the 
matter he expressed deep regret, say- 
ing that his Interference with the 
game was entirely unintentional and 
had he suspected such an unhappy 
outcome of his visit he would have 
delayed the diplomatic interests of 
his country for a few hour*. He laugh- 
ingly voiced the hope that there 
would be no serious en 
tween Great Britain I 
account of the episode.

PRINCE AVGI'STINK UK 1TCR- 
BIDE, grandson or the great lib 
erator of Mexico, heir to a throne, 
man of the world, highly educated, 
widely faveled. and a member of the 
Jeunesse doree of many European 
capitals, has forsaken the ways of the 
fashionable world and Joined the Third 
Order of St. Francis. 

Interwoven with his life Is the ro- 
mantic history of the Land of the Cac- 
tus for the last hundred years, and the 
melancholy fate of the Austrian arch 
duke, Maximilian. By right of descent 
from the Emperor Iturbide, as well as 
from the fart that he was declared 
heir by Maximilian, Prince Iturbide 
would be entitled to the throne of 
Mexico were that country a^aln to be- 
come an empire. 

The Euipeior Iturbide was born In 
178 J. led the revolt of the 



then known as New Spain, 
mother country. This war began In 
1411, and lasted seven months, ending 
In the success of the colonies, the 
leader of the army. Iturbide. becoming 
emperor. Thia state of affairs was 
concluded In about a year by the ab- 
dication of the emperor, who sailed for 
Europe, In which country he mada 
his home for some time.

Views of, a Banker en ths Situs' on 
During ths Rscsnt Monetary 
Stringency Wtll Worthy of 
Considtrstion. 

The president of a bank st Mlnne 
Spoils, during the recent financial 
stringency, called attention to one 
tource of financial drain upon the 
country towns which should be taken 
Into consideration, and a remedy ap- 
plied. 

"In this remarhabl. 
»ald. "when evprybody Is 
and thpre is M enough currency to 
go round. It Is Important that every 
dollar possible should be kept at home 
until the banking buslne** la again on 
a cash ba»l» In the cltlea this Is he 
Ing done with a good desl of success, 
and tho clearing house certificates and 
cashier » checks prevent a serious 
embarrassment But out In the roun 
try, where there are no clearing 
houses, every dollar hoarded or sent 
away from home counts double. 

"At this time the patronsge of the 
foreign rstalogue houses Is a factor 
that ought to be considered seriously 
By their own reports two of these 
catalogue houses, which deal in slmost 
svory commodity of use to tho home 
or farm, do a business of $90,000,000 
a year. This Is $300,000 for each of the 
sli business dsys of the week. This 
money come* largely out of the roun 
try towns These catalogue house* do 
not sell to people in the citlea where 
they are located It Is from the farm 
era and residents or towns or 1«**» 
than 5.000 population that 95 per cent 
of their business come* and at least s 
third of It is from the northwe.t And 
remember, too. that tnere are other 
catalogue houses, and that tho com- 
bined business done by them Is st 
least $200,000,000 annually 

"I am Informed Uist all through the 
state of Minnesota this competition or 
the foreign catalogue house* baa been 
very seriously felt by the merchants 
of small towns, to such an extent thst 
some have been driven out or buslneaa 
entirely. 

"If this has been the case during 
the grest pro»pprlty or recent year*, 
when money was circulated freely 
whst must the effect be now when the 
currency Is needed st home? Money 
spent with the local merchant is die 
bursed In the locality, at least the 
profits of his business are. but money 
sent away Is lost fr -ni local rlrcula 
tion 

"Without going Into the home-trade 
question It seems plain to me that 
tho»e who buy from a foreign cata- 
logue house at this time are directly 
injuring themselves, for this question 
of keeping money In home circulation 
people of all conditions"

"I, Charlet Lounsbury. being oi 
sounil mind and disposing memory, 
do Iwllfef make ami publish this 
mv latt will and testtment, in order 
as justly as may be to ditiribute my 
interest in the world among succeed- 
ing men. 

"That part of my interest which 
is known in law an.l recognized in 
the sheep-bound volumes as my prop 
erty, being inconsiderabl- and of 
no account, I make no ditpotal of in 
this my will.
